Dear Mr. Gooch,—We, the undersigned, who constitute the Advisory Council of the 
* Juventud Protestante ' in its campaign on behalf of Religious Liberty, were gratified to learn 
from your two letters of May 24th that the Council of the Evangelical Alliance were so deeply 
interested in this movement on behalf of full Religious Liberty for Spain. We are glad also to 
have this opportunity of laying before your Coancil our appreciation of the object and 
character of this campaign. 3 

“The movement first took shape in the autumn of 1909, when Sr. Segismundo Moret, the 
then leader of the Liberal party, was called to power. He had already declared that when he 
resumed the Premiership he would introduce legislation in the matter of reforming XT. Article 
of the Spanish Constitution, in order to re-establish, in all its amplitude, complete liberty of 
worship in Spain. Consequently it was felt that, being in power, he ought to receive the 
moral support of the Evangelicals, and, through them, that of the more liberal-minded sections | 
of the people. The Evangelical young men of Madrid organised themselves into a Campaign 
Committee, which did the work under the auspices and advice of the Advisory Council. They 
organised and conducted public meetings of a definitely Protestant character in the chief cities 
of the country, and at these they had the co-operation of University professors, medical men, 
lawyers, journalists, and members of Parliament. The result was that the attention of the 
country was specially called to the question, and the leaders of different political sections, both 
Liberal and Republican, endorsed the question as part of their programme. ‘Some of the 
leading daily papers of Madrid, and many of the provincial papers, devoted leading atticles to 
the subject and gave full accounts of the meetings. 

“ The crowning act of the campaign, which continued for over a year, was the presentation 
to Parliament of a petition bearing 150,000 willing and voluntary genuine signatures demanding 
full liberty of worship. On December 20th, 1910, the President of the Congress received the 


_ Campaign Committee as a deputation in representation of these signatories, which deputation 


was kindly accompanied by Bishop Cabrera and the Rev. Cipriano Tornos. In the course of 
the interview the President (Count Romanones) acknowledged the justice of the demand. 
Subsequently the petition, by vote of the Congress, was banded over to the head of the 
Government (Sr, Canalejas) in order to deal with the matter in a suitable way. 

“ After waiting for about a year and a half, and finding that, apart from the promulgation 
of the Royal Order relative to external religious emblems which came into force soon after the 
campaign was commenced, nothing was being done, the Campaign Committee held another 
public meeting in Madrid on May 15th, which was attended by about 2,000 people, at which 
they again called attention to the question. Several resolutions were adopted, including that . 
of calling upon the Premier not to shelve the petition, but to deal with it in a wise and . 
courageous manner. A report of this meeting was sent to you. On May 2ist a deputation 
from the Campaign Committee waited on the Prime Minister, and communicated to him the 
purport of the resolutions. He received them with sympathetic interest, and indicated that he 
had been doing what he could in the matter, but pointed out how great and how many were 
the difficulties in the way of such a reform. The conversation which took place at this 
interview, together with the encouragement which Sr. Canalejas himself gave, confirmed the 


_ Campaign Committee in the conviction that their work was not yet done; rather, that it was 
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more imperative than ever that this patriotic and Christian campaign be continued with 
all possible intensity, in order to educate public opinion and strengthen the hands of those 
who may be called upon to legislate on the question. That Protestants should be received by
